VOTE ON ISSUING BONDS. 

The qualified voters of the city are 
called ob to-day to give their cuffrages 
in favor of or against issuing $500,000 in 


bonds, which it is proposed shall be used |. 


as collateral to borrow ha!f that amount, 
to meet the pressing liabilities of the 
city. Were there any other means for 
raising the amount neceasary to save the 
city from a dead-lock in her affaire, we 
should certainly favor it. But it is as- 
gerted by the Board of Aldermen, and 
eannot be controverted, that absolute 
bankrupicy stares the city in the face, 
unless her credit shall be used in this 
manner. We have also just been in- 
formed that $250,000 can be raised from 
certain bankers, on this amount of 
bonds, by simply depositing the $500,000 
of bonds, and paying, as interest, the 
coupons which will mature semi-annu- 
ally upon them, with a guarantee or 
obligation that the bonds wiil be re- 
turned to the city when the principal 
shall be paid back. This will be, in ef- 
fect, securing the loan at 12 per cent. per 
annum, which will certainly be a great 
deal better than permitting the finances 
of the city to be manipulated by Suy- 
LOCKS, and her credit to be depreciated 
by selling her stocks or real estate at a 
depreciated value, to pay the hungry 
cormorants who are seeking to devour 
her substance. 
It is believed that, if this arrangement 
-@an be consummated by the people sanc- 
tioning the issuance of bonds, the credit 
of tne city will at once be assured, in 
consequence of the certainty that tho 
taxation of the present year will more 
than abeorb the scrip now in circulation ; 
while the ledger baiances will be taken 
up with the funds which will be in hand. 


If this calculation should prove well I 


founded, the credit of the city can be 
soon appreciated, if the Aldermen adopt 
the most rigid economy and cut down 
the expenditures to the lowest possible 
amount. There will bo a balance com- 
ingin during the present year, which 
will enable the Board to reduce the rate 
of taxation in good time, and meet all 
liabilities hereafter as they may accrue. 

We agree that it will require the most 
unbending and stern economy and lop- 
ping off of all useless expenses, and the 

most impartial and upright devotion to 
the pnblic interest, to accomplish this 
object. The ecrip now out will be per- 
mitted to circulate, until absorbed in tax- 
ation and the receipts {will thus showa 
balance in currency, which will enab'e 
the city government to wipe out every 
floating liability within one or two years 
time. 

If, however, this should not be done, 
and the required authority to issue bonds 
denied, we can see no other result but a 
sacrifics of the city’s best interes:s, 
and her finances thrown into the 
hands of pereons, who will work only to 
accomplish their own interest, regard- 
less of the public welfare. It is for this 
reason that we should regard the defeat 
of the proposed issuance of bonds as a 
calamity to the city, which cannot be 
estimated in dollars and cente, and 
which will tell on our prosperity, for 
years to come. |

been contracted, it is thereby provided 
and declared that the faith of the United 
States is solemnly pledged to 
payment, in coin or its equivalent, 
of all the obligations of the United 
States, except in cases where the law 
authorizing the issue of any such obliga- 
tion, has expressly provided that the 
same may be paid in lawful money or 
other currency than gold and silver. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, 
That any contract hereafter made 
specifically payable in coin, and 
the consideration of which be & 
loan, of coin for sale of property 
or rendering of labor or service of 
any, kind, the price of which is car- 
ried into the contract, may have been 
adjusted on basis of ;coinfithereafter, at 
the time of such sale, or rendering of 
such gervice or labor, shall be legal and 
valid, and may be enforced according to 
its terms. 

Gen. Canby writes that the Texas Con- 
vention has adjourned, and that the Con- 
stitution will be voted on in July. He 
says the condition of the State has some- 
what improved. Some districts, how- 
ever, defy the United States authority. 
The Convention also passed a resolution 
for a division of the S:ate.
